J eanesville , I’a., Feb. 25—“ Praise God 
from Whom All B lessin g Flow” was 
sung as it was never sung before at 2 
o’clock yesterday morning by a company 
blackened miners who 1 .» 1 just issued 
from the mouth of the J 
nesville mine 
with the most marvelous 
>ry the bowels 
of the earth ever gave for h. 
They sang 
the glad ti lings of a resurrection, for 
never did men look upon a miracle more 
strange than seemed the rescue of com­ 
rades many days mourned us dead. 
The 
records of ! uman endurance contain noth­ 
ing that can match the experience of t’ * 
five men now being tenderly nursed back 
to life and strength. 
F i v e P it i f u l H u m an W rec ks . 
They are five pitiful wrecks of human 
beings as they lay stretched upon impro­ 
vised beds in the town hall, which has 
been turned into a hospital, butthey still 
live, and the medical men, who do not 
cease to marvel over tlie fact that life is 
still in them, say that they will soon be 
able to tell as well as words can the story 
of their sufferings. 
For nineteen days 
and eight hour* these five men were en­ 
tombed, practically 
without 
food 
or 
drink, 600 feet deep and three-quarters of 
a mile from the mouth of the mine, in a 
hole three feet wide and three high. 
For 
air to breathe they had only what was im 
prisoned with them, and that under tie 
pressure of an immense weight of water 
given the force of four atmospheres. 
T h e S to r y o f D i s as t e r R e t o l d . 
The disaster which overtook them and 
a score or more of their comrades oc­ 
curred at 11 o’clock on the morning of the 
4th inst. 
There was a « 'widen rush of 
water into the mine from a long aban­ 
doned shaft. 
Nobody knows the cause. 
It is conjectured that the woikers had 
gone nearer the abandoned mine than was 
suspected and that a miner’s pick had 
pierced the barrier and started the flood. 
At all events, the waters poured in with a 
sudden deluire, which in live minutes, 
had filled more than 200 feet vertically 
above of the lower levels of the mine. 
All 
the men in that drift and its branches 
got warning in time and escaped to the 
bottom of the slope and up in the car. 
T h e I Sig ht lo r S af e l y. 
But the miners in the opposite drift 
were cut off and could only retreat before 
the advancing tlood higher into the laby­ 
rinth. 
The waters followed them up un­ 
til the main drift was entirely filled. 
It 
was into the little drifts, the highest 
points in the depths of the mine that such 
miners as were not caught by the flood 
ami whose escape by the shaft was cut off 
immediately fled. 
The water in the mine 
mounted so high that in the main shaft it 
reached fully seventy feet above that of 
the imprisoned men. 
Their prison was 
of course air tight. The air confined there 
prevented the invasion of the flood to the 
very end of the pockets where the men 
took refuge, and mining engineers say the 
head of water was sufficient to quadruple 
the normal atmospheric pressure. 
W o r k o f C l e ar i n g t h e M in e. 
When the situation was fully under­ 
stood by the managers of the mine it was 
at once considered impossible that any 
one below could have remained alive !**- 
yond a few brief hours at most. 
Never­ 
theless, the work of clearing the mine was 
undertaken with as much energy as though 
the lives of all the missing men, eighteen 
in number, depended upon it. When men 
could enter the mine several bodies were 
found, all drowned, and it was concluded 
that all had died in the same manner. 
Such was the general conviction until Sun­ 
day, when penetrating still farther the 
explorers found the bodies of four men 
who had not apparently l>een very long 
dead. 
T h eir Fatal Bad J u d g m en t. 
As it proved, these four had a better 
chance of surviving than the five who 
were rescued Monday night. 
Their own 
bad judgment co.» i them their lives. They 
had built a fire of boards and splinters. 
The fire consumed what remained of oxy­ 
gen in the air, and the four men perished 
after several days of hunger of asphyx­ 
iation. 
Their fate is peculiarly distress­ 
ing because their supply of air in volume 
and quantity of oxygen was considerably 
larger than that of the live men still 
living. 
On Monday four more bodies 
were found, but they had perished by 
drowning. 
Only five more of the eigh­ 
teen missing remained to be accounted for, 
and only two or three of the most distant 
points remained to be visited. 
K aseu« ’ of (he Missing Fire. 
And Monday nights brought rescue to 
these. 
They had crawled into a headin' 
or passage which bad been partially ex­ 
cavated from breast 5 to breast 4. 
How t' 
get them out was a problem. 
The only 
way was for a miner to lie upon his back, 
take one of the sufferers in his arms and 
slide over the rough path to the botLm . 
This was done, and y -ste relay morning 
the remainder of the journey was accom­ 
plished, and the 
sufferers 
once mort 
breathed the free air of the outside. 
The 
rescued men were resting quietly la*t 
evening. 
The pulse of all but J oe Mus- 
tuskowitch had improved. lie appeared 
to 
be growing weaker. 
D e t ai l * o f T h e i r D e l i v e r y, 
Foremen Hale and Ketch am and Super­ 
intendent M cFarlune were th e men war 
found th e imprisoned miners. 
Th eir at­ 
tention was attracted to a muffled sound 
and th ey listened intently and finally 
h eard a faint m urm ur th a t sounded like a 
h um an voice. 
M cFarlane gave a long 
h ail.

Every reader has at some period o# his 
or her life heard of the nine of diamonds 
referred to as “ the ram 1 of Scotland;" 
but w hy, perhaps, you have never taken 
the time or trouble to ascertain. 
In my “ Repository of the Rare and the 
Wonderful" I find tk> less than seventeen 
explanations of the origin of the expres­ 
sion, while Soathw iek’s “ Quizzism and 
Its Key" g ives eleven, » even of which .ar« ' 
wholly different from the answers given 
in the work above referred to, making in 
all twentv-four different accounts ««f the 
origin of the expression in the tw o works. 
Sonthwiek traces it back to 1745, men­ 
tioning a caricature of that date which 
represents “ the young chevalier" at­ 
tem pting to lead a herd <>f bulls laden 
with papal curses across the Tweed river 
w ith the nine of diamonds lying before 
them. 
Perhaps the most satisfactory explana­ 
tion of the enig m a is that which refers 
it to the massai ri‘ of ( rlencoe. 
The or­ 
der for that cruel deed was signed by 
the Earl of Stair, J olm Dalrymple, tsve- 
retary of suite for Scotland. 
The coat 
of arms of the Dalrymple fam ily bears 
nine lozenges, resembling diamonds, on 
its shield. 
Thus it appears t«> have been 
w ith reference to them that the nine 
spot of diamonds was called “ the curse 
of Scotland.” 
The best and most likely 
of tin.* other reasons for the origin of the 
expression are given below. 
During the reign of Mary a thief at­ 
tempted to steal the crown from Eliza­ 
beth castle, and sncceeded in abstract­ 
ing nine valuable diamonds from it. 
To 
replace these a heavy tax was laid on 
the people of Scotland, which impover­ 
ished them to such an extent that nffn 
diamonds, whether oil cloth, cards or 
real jewels, were spoken of as “ Albion's 
curse.” 
Iu the gam e of Pope J oan the nine of 
diamonds is the pope, whom the » Scotch 
Presbyterians consider a curse. 
It is also said that the Dnke of Cum­ 
berland wrote his inhuman orders at 
Culloden on the back of a card, the front 
of which was marked with nine dia­ 
monds. 
The “ Oracle, or Resolver of Questions,” 
printed in 1770, says that the crown of 
Scotland had but nine diamonds, and 
that the Scotch people were too poor to 
add to the collection.—St. Louis R e­ 
public.

HERE IS AN INDUSTRY W C R T H W H IL E 


FOR W OMEN TO PURSUE.

“ Flower culture in a small way can be 
made to pay even by an amateur who 
chooses to pursue it in a painstaking and 
intellig ent way," said a young woman. 
“ Five years ago I bought a litth* farm 
near Anacostia, callwl it *lbxs» ' Acre« ,* 
and started in merely for am usem ent’s 
sivke with a tow rose bushes and some 
Other plants. 
1 love flowers dearly, and 
the labor 1 expended up» >n them was well 
| repaid by the pk» » isuro of it, but after a 
while I found that it would produce 
money also. 
So I 
plant**« ! mort* <*in«l 
more, until at nresent I have l» et ween 
thre** an« l four thousand rose bmshes of 
the choicest varieties, 
A drilled g ar­ 
dener told me the other day that tny col­ 
lection of hybrid perpetuals is pr« >bablv 
the finest in this country. 
On the day 
Ik-fore Decoration Day I picked and sold 
5,00b ros *?. from m y own placa 
“ 1 am extravag antly fond of roses, 
but viol to are mort* profitable. 
On the 
day D'fore Christmas I picked and sold 
3,200 violets at tw o eenks apiecv*; that is 
fOi worth. 
They were worth the hig h­ 
est price then, bat they never bring less 
than one cent apiece. 
To raise them is 
quite e.-vey. 
1 have 820 g lass sashes un­ 
der which the violets bloom all winter 
long. 
In May 1 have a lot of fresh 
ground plowed and prepared, and in it 1 
plant all my violets, taken from beneath 
the sashes for the purp<« e. 
Then 1 sim ­ 
ply take up tin* sashes and cover the 
newly planted violets with them and 
the work is don« *. 
In Gctober they be­ 
gin to bloom, and continue all through 
the winter, so that lean pick them every 
day mid send the flowers to market. 
ALW AYS A MARKET. 
All of m y violet plants tom e from one 
little pot that I bought at the Gen ter 
market five years ago. 
They art* mad« * 
to m ultiply by dividing the roots, 
so 
that a sing le plant, taken up in the spring 
will supply a score or more. 
I sell my 
flowers by sending them to the florists 
in W ashington or very often in New 
York. 
Prices are higher in N ew York, 
so that it, 
usually 
pays 
to express 
them cn. 
“ There is always a market for flowers 
and there is never any difficulty in dis­ 
posing of them. 
Any florist is glad to 
buy them if they are 
g o o d ones and in 
prime condition. 
Those which I send 
to New York are d« *liveml early the 
next i mrning. 
1 expressed some thith­ 
er orig inally on speculation and 1 g ot 
immediate replies praising their quality 
an d asking for more. 
The violets must 
I» * picked always in the afternoon, be­ 
cause otherwise they lost* their perfume. 
Then they must Is* brought into town 
in the evening for shipment. 
“ My g reatest success is with sweet 
pease, which most i» eople do not get 
along v e r y well with in this latitude, 
i 
g et the very finest jkjssible Seed to begin 
with. 
From J une to Aug ust 1 pick 
very nearly 4,000 sweet jra blossoms 
daily, and they sell for fifty cents a hun­ 
dred, so that 
th e y are really the most 
profitable of my flowers. 
They require 
but little care. 
1 plant the sards in the 
spring in open ground. alx>ut »‘our inches 
deep, and as the plants grow the earth is 
kept hilitsl up around them. Then pisth 
;uv stuck in along the rows with strings 
arranged so that the vines 
are trained 
upon them. 
I h;v« l one-sixteenth of an 
iicre set out w’ith sweet ¡lease, and it 
brought in a clear ^200 froir the sale of 
the blooms. 
GROWING DA II LI AS. 
“ Another flower I am verj'snccessful 
with is the single dahlia, which is very 
much 
handsomer 
than 
the 
double 
dahlia, you know. 
I plant the bulbs, 
which I propagate m yself, the hist of 
May, and the plants U*gin to flow« *r 
about the last of Aug ust, keeping on 
until frost. 
1 manage to keep them g o­ 
ing for some tim e later than would 
otherwise 1** possible by lig hting fires 
on (» Id nig hts at tl» * ends of the rows. 
In this way 1 g et them over th** first 
irtitfty s{k*ll, after which tlw.r» - is usually 
a s**ason of quite warm weather, so that 
frequently my dahlias are 
bl(K>ming 
U*autifully uj> h> the end of Noveml*er. 
1 try U> make tin* flowers 1 grow alb*r 
nab*, so that wh<*n one sort stops bloom­ 
ing another begins. 
My violet« ar<* 
flowering from tie* last of Beptember to 
the end of April; then come the roses 
through thesu ritrier, and the sw w t (» ease, 
with dahlias in the fall and violets again 
until spring.
